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Part III DETAILED ACTION 

1. The information disclosure statement filed May 15, 1995 
fails to comply with 37 CFR § 1,97 (c) because it lacks either a 
certification as specified in 37 CFR § 1.97(e), or the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR § 1.17(p). It has been placed in the application 
file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered as to the merits. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 
(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the 
date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 73-76 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Olivio, Jr. (5,172,111). 

Olivio, Jr. discloses a program material screening device 
whereby a user may automatically and selectively enables, 
disables, or edits the program material output. The system, as 
shown in Olivio, Jr., includes defining means (col. 3, lines 16- 
29) , responsive to at least one preestablished content category 
(i.e. R, PG-13, PG, G or X) , a plurality of segments in a video 
including at least one parallel segment (same scene but lower

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rated versions); descriptor means (col. 3, lines 29-34) for 
associating at least one descriptor with at least one segment of 
the plurality of segments, wherein at least one descriptor being 
responsive to the at least one preestablished content category; 

3, lines 34-44) for producing a segment 
map that provides for a variable arrangement of the plurality of 
segments, as specified in claims 73-76. (See Figures 1 and 5) . 



4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 73-7 6 have been 
considered but are deemed to be moot in view of the new grounds 
of rejection.
